Jobless 
rate  falls 
to  lowest 
level  in 
3  years 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  In  a  long- 
awaited  surge  of  hiring,  companies 
added  243,000  jobs  in  January  — 
across  the  economy,  up  and  down  the 
pay  scale  and  far  more  than  just  about 
anyone  expected.  Unemployment  fell 
to  8.3  percent,  the  lowest  in  three 
years. 

The  job  growth  was  the  fastest 
since  last  March  and  April.  Before 
that,  the  last  month  with  stronger  hir¬ 
ing,  excluding  months  skewed  by  tem¬ 
porary  census  jobs,  was  March  2006. 

The  unemployment  rate  came  down 
by  two  notches  from  December.  It  has 
fallen  five  months  in  a  row,  the  first 
time  that  has  happened  since  1994, 
two  economic  booms  and  two  reces¬ 
sions  ago. 

“The  economy  is  growing  stronger,” 
President  Barack  Obama  said.  “The 
recovery  is  speeding  up.” 

Indeed,  the  report  Friday  from  the 
Labor  Department  seemed  to  rein¬ 
force  that  the  nation  is  entering  a  vir¬ 
tuous  cycle,  a  reinforcing  loop  in 
which  stronger  hiring  leads  to  more 
consumer  spending,  which  leads  to 
even  more  hiring  and  spending.

Pioneering  black  aviator  Second  Thursday  topic

A  pioneer  in  military  leadership 
will  be  in  the  spotlight  at  the  6:30 
p.m.  Feb.  9  Second  Thursday  pro¬ 
gram  at  the  Bluegrass  Heritage 
Museum. 

Haley  Bowling  McCoy,  Lexing¬ 
ton,  a  Kentucky  Chautauqua  per¬ 
former,  will  present  the  life  of 
Anna  Mac  Clarke. 

Clarke  was  born  in  Lawrence- 


burg  and  raised  there  by  her  ma¬ 
ternal  grandmother,  Lucy  Medley, 
who  taught  her  to  aim  high.  In 
1937,  Clarke  enrolled  at  Kentucky 
State  College  (now  University)  in 
Frankfort.  Her  classmates  in¬ 
cluded  Whitney  Young  Jr.  and  Ersa 
Hines  Poston,  both  of  whom  be¬ 
came  civil  rights  leaders. 

Dr.  Mary  McCloud  Bethune, 
founder  of  the  National  Council  of 
Negro  Women  and  Bethune-Cook- 


man  College  and  director  of  Negro 
Affairs  in  the  National  Youth  Ad¬ 
ministration,  told  the  graduates 
“We  must  not  fail  America,  and  as 
Americans,  we  must  insist  that 
America  not  fail  us.” 

After  the  bombing  of  Pearl  Har¬ 
bor,  Clarke  enlisted  in  the 
Women’s  Army  Auxiliary  Corps, 
later  to  become  the  Women’s 
Army  Corps  (WAC).  She  graduated 
from  officer  training  in  1943,  the 


only  black  officer  in  her  class. 

She  was  sent  to  Douglas  Army 
Airfield  in  Arizona  and  made  his¬ 
tory  by  assuming  command  of  an 
all-white  unit.  She  made  national 
headlines  by  protesting  against 
segregated  seating  in  the  base 
theater.  After  the  base  com¬ 
mander  heard  her  protest,  he  is¬ 
sued  an  order  banning  segregation 
at  the  base. 

Clarke,  who  had  talked  about 


making  the  Army  her  career,  died 
of  complications  from  a  ruptured 
appendix  a  month  after  her  his¬ 
toric  protest.  She  was  24.

“I’ve  got 
full  access  to  everything 
from  the  NFL  experience,  to 
the  hotel  stay,  rental  car, 
coupons  for  free  NFL  mer¬ 
chandise,  programs  and  the 
Super  Bowl  book. 

“I  get  to  go  to  all  of  the  au¬ 
tograph  sessions,  everything 
is  completely  hospitality-re¬ 
lated.  Other  than  the  gas  get¬ 
ting  (there  and  back),  that’s 
all  it’s  going  to  cost  me.” 

Once  he  arrives  in  Indi¬ 
anapolis,  he  will  have  little 
use  for  an  automobile. 

“They  will  shuttle  us  from 
the  hotel  to  anywhere  that 


we  want  to  go,”  he  said. 
“Everything  is  VIR  I  can  go 
to  anything  that  NBC  has  set 
up,  unless  it’s  celebrity-NBC 
exclusive  only.  It’s  a  premier 
package.” 

Hopkins  also  is  OK  with 
the  matchup  between  the 
New  England  Patriots  and 
the  New  York  Giants,  even 
though  “his  team,”  the  San 
Fransisco  49ers,  lost  to  New 
York  in  the  NFC  Champi¬ 
onship  game  two  weeks  ago. 

“I’ve  been  a  die-hard  fan  of 
the  49ers  since  Joe  Montana 
(played  for  them),”  he  said. 

“I  even  followed  him  when 
he  was  at  Notre  Dame.  They 
came  up  one  fumble  short  of 
making  it.” 

Despite  the  absence  of  his 
favorite  NFL  team,  he’s  still 
excited  for  the  opportunity 
to  attend  the  big  event  and 
will  be  rooting  for  New  Eng¬ 
land. 


“It’s  a  once-in-a-lifetime 
thing  and  a  bucket  list  item 
to  be  honest,”  he  said.  “I 
have  to  go  with  the  Patriots 
for  the  simple  fact  that  I 
would  like  to  see  (New  Eng¬ 
land  quarterback)  Tom 
Brady  win  a  fourth  Super 
Bowl  to  put  him  in  an  elite 
status.  They  have  a  good 
coach  and  of  course  I  like 
their  tight  end  (Rob 
Gronkowski).  He’s  like  a  cen¬ 
ter  in  basketball.  He’s  6-foot- 
8,  he’s  got  good  hands  and 
he’s  just  unbelievable.” 

Like  his  father,  Hopkins 
never  envisioned  attending 
the  Super  Bowl  in  person, 
rather  than  watching  it  from 
his  couch  in  Winchester. 

“He’s  beyond  excited,”  he 
said.  “I  don’t  know  that  I’ve 
ever  seen  him  this  happy  in 
my  life.” 

Hopkins  has  also  been 
lucky  in  the  past  and  won 
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tickets  to  see  an  NFL  playoff 
game  between  the  Indi¬ 
anapolis  Colts  and  Baltimore 
Ravens  in  2004. 

Hopkins  said  he  his  wife 
were  treated  “like  royalty,” 
at  that  game,  but  he  added 


that  nothing  will  compare  to 
the  magnitude  of  Sunday’s 
main  sporting  event. 

“It  was  a  pleasant  sur¬ 
prise,”  he  said  with  a  smile. 
“I  don’t  know  how  to  absorb 
it  all,  it’s  utter  shock.”

are  extension  of  his  faith

WASHINGTON  — Blend¬ 
ing  politics  and  religion, 
President  Barack  Obama 
said  his  Christian  faith  is  a 
driving  force  behind  his  eco¬ 
nomic  policies,  from  Wall 
Street  reform  to  his  calls  for 
the  wealthy  to  pay  higher 
taxes. 

Obama’s  remarks  Thursday 
at  the  National  Prayer 
Breakfast  were  his  most  ex¬ 
plicit  account  of  how  his  per¬ 
sonal  religious  beliefs  factor 
into  his  decision-making  on 
the  nation’s  pressing  prob¬ 
lems.  The  comments  came 
amid  election-year  criticism 
from  Catholic  groups  and 
some  Republicans  that  the 
president  is  waging  a  war  on 
religion  following  his  deci¬ 
sion  to  require  church-affili¬ 
ated  institutions  to  cover 
free  birth  control  for  employ¬ 
ees. 

Speaking  to  more  than 
3,000  people  at  the  annual 
breakfast,  Obama  said  “faith 
and  values”  should  play  as 
much  as  role  in  tackling  the 
nation’s  challenges  as  sound 
decision-making  and  smart 
policies. 

He  said,  for  example,  that 
his  own  call  for  fairness  in 
the  tax  code  —  a  central 
tenet  of  his  State  of  the 
Union  address  and  his  2012 
campaign  —  is  both  econom¬ 
ically  sound  and  consistent 
with  the  teachings  of  Jesus. 

“If  I’m  willing  to  give 
something  up  as  somebody 
who’s  been  extraordinarily 


blessed,  and  give  up  some  of 
the  tax  breaks  that  I  enjoy,  I 
actually  think  that’s  going  to 
make  economic  sense,”  he 
said.  “But  for  me  as  a  Chris¬ 
tian,  it  also  coincides  with 
Jesus’s  teaching  that  ‘for 
unto  whom  much  is  given, 
much  shall  be  required.’  It 
mirrors  the  Islamic  belief 
that  those  who’ve  been 
blessed  have  an  obligation  to 
use  those  blessings  to  help 
others,  or  the  Jewish  doc¬ 
trine  of  moderation  and  con¬ 
sideration  for  others.” 

He  also  said  the  Wall 
Street  reform  he  champi¬ 
oned  both  “makes  the  econ¬ 
omy  stronger  for  everyone” 
and  abides  by  God’s  com¬ 
mand  to  “love  thy  neighbor 
as  thyself’  because  it  helped 
people  who  had  been  hurt  or 
treated  unfairly  by  financial 
institutions. 

And  Obama  said  he  be¬ 
lieved  in  a  “biblical  call”  to 
care  for  the  poor  and  to  fol¬ 
low  “the  responsibility  we’re 
given  in  Proverbs  to  ‘Speak 
up  for  those  who  cannot 
speak  for  themselves,  for  the 
rights  of  all  who  are  desti¬ 
tute.’” 

The  president’s  remarks 
came  one  day  after  Mitt 
Romney,  the  front-runner  for 
the  Republican  nomination, 
created  a  flap  with  clumsy 
comments  about  the  poor. 

Romney  said  wasn’t  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  “very  poor” 
because  they  have  a  safety 
net.  He  also  said  he  wasn’t 
concerned  about  the  very 
rich  and  intended  to  focus 
his  campaign  on  the  middle 


class. 

“You  can  focus  on  the  very 
poor;  that’s  not  my  focus,” 
Romney  said. 

While  the  White  House 
said  the  president’s  remarks 
were  not  meant  to  be  politi¬ 
cal,  his  comments  did  fit 
neatly  into  the  Obama  cam¬ 
paign’s  effort  to  draw  sharp 
contrasts  between  the  presi¬ 
dent  and  Romney. 

The  former  Massachusetts 
governor  is  among  Republi¬ 
cans  who  have  criticized  the 
president  for  not  exempting 
religious  organizations  from 
a  requirement  in  the  2010 
health  care  law  that  requires 
insurers  to  cover  birth  con¬ 
trol  for  their  employees. 
Romney  said  this  week  that 
the  president  was  ordering 
“religious  organizations  to  vi¬ 
olate  their  conscience.” 

GOP  presidential  candi¬ 
date  Newt  Gingrich  said 
Obama  has  “declared  war  on 
the  Catholic  Church,”  and 
House  Speaker  John 
Boehner  said  Thursday  the 
mandate  violates  the  Consti¬ 
tution. 

Republican  presidential 
hopeful  Rick  Santorum  casti¬ 
gated  the  policy  and  Obama’s 
remarks  during  a  campaign 
stop  in  rural  Fallon,  Nev. 

“He  made  the  claim  that 
his  policies  of  taxing  the  rich 
is  authorized  by  the  Bible, 
that  he  is  doing  what  is  bibli¬ 
cally  called  for  by  taxing  the 
rich,  by  having  the  govern¬ 
ment  tax  the  rich.  Now,  I’ve 
read  the  Bible,  and  I  must 
have  missed  that  passage,” 
Santorum  told  reporters. 


“This  is  an  administration 
that  attacks  religion,  and 
then  tries  to  cloak  itself  in 
religion  in  order  to  take  your 
money.” 

Obama  never  mentioned 
the  health  care  controversy 
in  his  remarks  Thursday,  nor 
did  he  reference  his  Republi¬ 
can  rivals  by  name.  But  his 
broader  defense  of  his  poli¬ 
cies  was  a  rare  interjection 
of  politics  into  the  annual 
prayer  breakfast.  The  break¬ 
fast  is  organized  by  biparti¬ 
san  congressional 
lawmakers,  but  speakers 
often  avoid  overt  political 
references  beyond  calling  for 
civility  and  respect  in  Wash¬ 
ington. 

While  Obama  speaks  often 
about  his  faith,  he  prefers  to 
worship  in  private.  He  said 
Thursday  that  he  starts  each 
morning  with  a  brief  prayer, 
then  spends  time  reading 
scripture.  Sometimes,  he 
said,  pastors  come  to  the 
Oval  Officer  to  pray  with 
him,  for  his  family  and  for 
the  country. 

He  also  described  his  own 
religious  transformation  in 
deeply  personal  language 
Thursday,  from  growing  up  in 
a  non-religious  home  to  find¬ 
ing  Christ  later  in  his  life.  He 
recalled  a  visit  a  few  years 
ago  with  the  evangelist  Rev. 
Billy  Graham,  which  ended 
with  the  president  feeling 
compelled  to  pray  for  the 
aging  Graham. 

Obama  said  when  he  found 
himself  at  that  moment  not 
knowing  what  to  say,  the 
Holy  Spirit  interceded. 


More  turning  to  church’s  legal  system 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  — Par¬ 
ents  upset  by  the  admission 
policy  at  a  parochial  school. 
Clergy  and  parishioners  at 
odds  over  use  of  their  build¬ 
ing.  A  priest  resisting  a  trans¬ 
fer  to  another  parish. 

It  was  once  assumed  that 
disagreements  like  these  in 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
would  end  one  way:  with  the 
highest-ranking  cleric  getting 
the  last  word. 

But  that  outcome  is  no 
longer  a  given  as  Catholics, 
emboldened  following  the 
clergy  abuse  scandals  that 
erupted  a  decade  ago  this 
month,  have  sought  another 
avenue  of  redress. 

In  recent  years,  clergy  and 
lay  people  in  the  United 
States  have  increasingly 
turned  to  the  church’s  inter¬ 
nal  legal  system  to  challenge 
a  bishop’s  or  pastor’s  decision 
about  even  the  most  worka¬ 
day  issues  in  Catholic  life,  ac¬ 
cording  to  canon  lawyers  in 
academia,  dioceses  and  in 
private  practice.  Sometimes, 
the  challengers  even  win. 

In  one  example  cited  by 
veteran  canon  lawyers, 
parishioners  wanted  to  bar 
musical  performances  in 
their  church  that  weren’t 


liturgical.  Their  priest  had 
been  renting  space  to  a  local 
band.  In  another  case,  a  nun 
filed  a  petition  after  a  reli¬ 
gious  superior  disclosed  the 
nun’s  medical  information  to 
others  —  a  potential  viola¬ 
tion  of  privacy.  Regarding 
bishops’  often  contentious 
decisions  to  close  parishes, 
the  liberal  reform  group  Fu- 
tureChurch  posts  a  guide  on 
its  website  called  “Canonical 
Appeals  for  Dummies”  on 
seeking  Vatican  intervention 
to  stay  open. 

The  reasons  for  the  uptick 
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are  complex  and  reach  back 
decades,  involving  changes  in 
the  church  and  broader  soci¬ 
ety.  Canon  lawyers  say  the 
American  concern  for  indi¬ 
vidual  freedoms  likely  has 
played  a  role.  So  has  the  ex¬ 
plosion  of  information  on  the 
Internet.  But  the  change  is 
also  an  unexpected  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  clergy  molesta¬ 
tion  crisis,  with  the  scandal 
exerting  an  influence  far  be¬ 
yond  cases  that  directly  in¬ 
volve  abusers. 

“The  focus  on  canon  law 
and  penal  procedures  in  the 
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744-4328 


case  of  sexual  misconduct 
has  made  people  aware  that 
the  church  has  a  law  system, 
it  can  work  and  people  can 
take  advantage  of  it,”  said 
Michael  Ritty,  founder  of 
Canon  Law  Professionals,  a 
private  practice  in  Feura 
Bush,  N.Y.  “For  so  long,  espe¬ 
cially  in  the  United  States, 
many  of  the  lay  people  did 
not  speak  up  and  did  not 
know  how  to  speak  up,  and 
many  people  in  the  hierarchy 
did  not  know  how  to  accept 
things  when  people  did  speak 
up.  I  think  that  is  changing.”

Contraception  regs 
outrage  religious 
groups,  agencies

The  Obama  administra¬ 
tion’s  decision  requiring 
church-affiliated  employ¬ 
ers  to  cover  birth  control 
was  bound  to  cause  an  up¬ 
roar  among  Roman 
Catholics  and  members  of 
other  faiths,  no  matter 
their  beliefs  on  contracep¬ 
tion. 

The  regulation,  finalized 
a  week  ago,  raises  a  com¬ 
plex  and  sensitive  legal 
question:  Which  institu¬ 
tions  qualify  as  religious 
and  can  be  exempt  from 
the  mandate? 

For  a  church,  mosque  or 
synagogue,  the  answer  is 
mostly  straightforward.  But 
for  the  massive  network  of 
religious-run  social  service 
agencies  there  is  no  simple 
solution.  Federal  law  lays 
out  several  criteria  for  the 
government  to  determine 
which  are  religious.  But  in 
the  case  of  the  contracep¬ 
tion  mandate,  critics  say 
Health  and  Human  Serv¬ 
ices  Secretary  Kathleen  Se- 
belius  chose  the  narrowest 
ones.  Religious  groups  that 
oppose  the  regulation  say 
it  forces  people  of  faith  to 
choose  between  upholding 
church  doctrine  and  serv¬ 
ing  the  broader  society. 

“It’s  not  about  prevent¬ 
ing  women  from  buying 
anything  themselves,  but 
telling  the  church  what  it 
has  to  buy,  and  the  poten¬ 
tial  for  that  to  go  further,” 
said  Sister  Carol  Keehan, 
president  of  the  Catholic 
Health  Association,  repre¬ 
senting  some  600  hospitals. 

Keehan’s  support  for  the 
passage  of  the  Obama 
health  care  overhaul  was 
critical  in  the  face  of  in¬ 
tense  opposition  by  the 
U.S.  bishops.  She  now  says 


the  narrowness  of  the  reli¬ 
gious  exemption  in  the 
birth  control  mandate  “has 
jolted  us.”  She  pledged  to 
use  a  one-year  grace  period 
the  administration  has  pro¬ 
vided  to  “pursue  a  correc¬ 
tion.” 

The  U.S.  Health  and 
Human  Services  Depart¬ 
ment  adopted  the  rule  to 
improve  health  care  for 
women.  Last  year,  an  advi¬ 
sory  panel  from  the  Insti¬ 
tute  of  Medicine,  which 
advises  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment,  recommended  in¬ 
cluding  birth  control  on 
the  list  of  covered  services, 
partly  because  it  promotes 
maternal  and  child  health 
by  allowing  women  to 
space  their  pregnancies. 
The  regulation  includes  a 
religious  exemption  if  an 
organization  qualifies. 
Under  that  provision,  an 
employer  generally  will  be 
considered  religious  if  its 
main  purpose  is  spreading 
religious  beliefs,  and  if  it 
largely  employs  and  serves 
people  of  the  same  faith. 
That  means  a  Catholic 
parish  likely  would  qualify 
for  a  religious  exemption;  a 
large  church-run  soup 
kitchen  probably  would 
not. 

Employers  that  fail  to 
provide  health  insurance 
coverage  under  the  federal 
law  could  be  fined  $2,000 
per  employee  per  year.  The 
bishops’  domestic  anti¬ 
poverty  agency,  Catholic 
Charities,  says  it  employs 
70,000  people  nationwide. 
The  fine  for  the  University 
of  Notre  Dame,  the  most 
prominent  Catholic  school 
in  the  country,  could  be  in 
the  millions  of  dollars. 

HHS  says  employers  can 
appeal  a  decision  on 
whether  they  qualify  for  an 
exemption.

Behold!  The  future  of 
modern  medicine  is  here 


Local  winners 
named  in 
Conservation 
contests 


Do  you  remember  when  we 
used  to  think  some  things 
were  impossible?  Modern 
technology  has  taught  us  to 
never  say  never  or  impossi¬ 
ble.  I  think  about  the  1970s 
and  1980s  growing  up  with¬ 
out  cell  phones,  computers 
and  many  of  the 
electronically  ad¬ 
vanced  gadgets 
that  our  kids 
today  take  for 
granted.  I  can’t 
even  imagine 
what  the  great  in¬ 
novators  will  come 
up  with  next. 

When  I  was  a 
young  child,  I  re¬ 
member  watching 
science  fiction 
movies  about  cloning  people 
and  remember  how  obscure 
and  unbelievable  it  seemed 
at  the  time.  It  was  common 
knowledge  that  cloning  was 
strictly  science  fiction.  Now, 
cloning  is  not  only  possible, 
but  a  procedure  that  has  oc¬ 
curred  with  astonishing  suc¬ 
cess.  Fortunately,  cloning 
has  only  been  performed 
with  animals  and  not  yet  hu¬ 
mans. 

Medically  speaking,  one  of 
the  most  popular  and  poten¬ 
tially  one  of  the  most  sub¬ 
stantial  advances  in  modern 
medicine  is  stem  cell  re¬ 
search  and  therapy.  Initially, 
stem  cell  research  was  met 
with  a  great  deal  of  resist¬ 
ance  and  controversy.  The 
reason  stem  cell  research 
had  trouble  getting  started 
was  because  stem  cells  could 
only  be  collected  from  fe¬ 
tuses.  With  time,  scientists 
have  successfully  harvested 
stem  cells  from  other 


sources. 

Stem  cells  are  primitive  or 
extremely  young  cells  which 
are  capable  of  dividing  and 
changing  into  a  variety  of 
cell  types.  They  have  the 
ability  to  develop  into  cells 
that  form  muscle,  cartilage, 
bone  or  other  tis¬ 
sues.  One  of  the 
remarkable  find¬ 
ings  about  stem 
cells  is  that  they 
seem  to  detect  and 
“know”  which  tis¬ 
sue  is  damaged 
and  automatically 
change  into  the 
cells  needing  re¬ 
paired. 

In  actuality,  the 
damaged  tissue 
sends  some  type  of  signal  to 
the  stem  cells  allowing  them 
to  respond  and  promote 
healing  of  the  injured  tis¬ 
sues.  Essentially,  stem  cells 
have  the  ability  to  grow  into 
mature  tissue  cells  wherever 
they  are  needed  and  this 
makes  them  very  useful  for 
repairing  certain  body  tis¬ 
sues  damaged  by  injury,  dis¬ 
ease  and  possibly  aging. 

Stem  cell  treatment  is  a 
type  of  medical  therapy 
called  regenerative  medi¬ 
cine.  Regenerative  medicine 
is  simply  a  category  of  med¬ 
ical  therapy  pertaining  to 
growing  new  tissue.  Although 
stem  cell  therapy  is  an  ex¬ 
tremely  unique  and  obviously 
beneficial  type  of  medical 
treatment,  it  is  also  a  very 
vast  field  of  medical  re¬ 
search  and  certainly  has  not 
been  completely  perfected. 
There  are  countless  possibili¬ 
ties  and  applications  for 
stem  cell  therapy  and  med¬ 


ical  researchers  have  barely 
scratched  the  surface  with 
regards  to  stem  cell  poten¬ 
tial. 

Until  now  the  gold  stan¬ 
dard  for  treating  arthritis  in 
pets  has  been  to  give  them 
anti-inflammatory  medica¬ 
tions,  joint  supplements  and 
sometimes  acupuncture. 

Over  the  years,  these  types  of 
medications  have  improved 
greatly  and  pets  have  bene- 
fitted  wonderfully  from  re¬ 
ceiving  this  kind  of 
treatment.  However,  even 
with  the  improvements, 
these  medications  have  po¬ 
tential  side  effects.  Some¬ 
times,  the  side  effects  may 
even  outweigh  the  benefits, 
depending  on  the  individual 
circumstance. 

Therefore,  stem  cell  ther¬ 
apy  offers  treatment  that 
doesn’t  just  relieve  the  symp¬ 
toms,  but  actually  regener¬ 
ates  or  grows  new  tissue 
allowing  for  complete  heal¬ 
ing  and  without  side  effects. 
Presently,  there  are  some 
stem  cell  applications  al¬ 
ready  being  used  in  veteri¬ 
nary  medicine! 

Recently,  veterinary  spe¬ 
cialists  have  developed  a 
technique  for  collecting  stem 
cells  from  fat  tissue  and  ad¬ 
ministering  the  stem  cells 
into  dogs,  cats  and  horses 
specifically  for  treatment  of 
arthritis.  The  process  in¬ 
volves  collecting  a  small 
amount  of  fat  from  the  pa¬ 
tient  and  then  the  fat  is 
placed  into  a  machine  which 
extracts  and  concentrates 
stem  cells.  Next,  the  stem 
cells  are  injected  back  into 
the  patient’s  joints  for  the 
treatment  of  arthritis. 


There  is  a  certain  protocol 
for  proceeding  with  the  stem 
cell  therapy.  First,  a  defini¬ 
tive  diagnosis  of  arthritis, 
using  X-rays,  must  be  made 
by  your  veterinarian.  Addi¬ 
tionally,  your  pet  would  need 
a  complete  workup  including 
blood  tests  and  additional  X- 
rays  to  rule  out  any  other  dis¬ 
ease  processes  such  as 
infection  or  cancer.  Any  pa¬ 
tient  with  cancer  would  not 
be  a  good  candidate  for  stem 
cell  therapy  and  any  infec¬ 
tion  would  need  to  be 
cleared  prior  to  stem  cell 
therapy. 

Following  the  initial 
workup,  your  pet  would  be 
sedated  or  anesthetized  for 
surgical  collection  of  fat  tis¬ 
sue.  The  fat  tissue  would 
then  be  sent  to  a  lab  to  have 
the  stem  cells  extracted  and 
processed  from  the  fat.  Then, 
your  pet  would  need  to  be  se¬ 
dated  again  to  administer 
the  injections  containing  the 
stem  cells  into  their  arthritic 
joints. 

In  pets,  stem  cell  therapy 
is  primarily  available  and 
being  used  for  arthritis.  How¬ 
ever,  I  have  no  doubt  that  it 
won’t  be  long  before  stem 
cell  therapy  will  be  used  in 
pets  to  treat  many  diseases 
and  conditions.  It  has  al¬ 
ready  shown  to  be  effective 
for  diabetes,  allergies,  gas¬ 
trointestinal  diseases,  pan¬ 
creatitis  and  many  other 
diseases. 

If  you  have  a  pet  that  you 
think  might  be  suffering  from 
arthritis,  contact  your  veteri¬ 
narian  as  soon  as  possible  to 
consider  stem  cell  therapy 
and  to  ensure  your  pet  lives  a 
long,  healthy  and  happy  life.

resigns 

LEXINGTON  (AP)  —  The 
director  of  a  Lexington  chil¬ 
dren’s  museum  is  resigning 
and  the  city  says  the  Explo¬ 
rium  owes  the  local  govern¬ 
ment  nearly  $200,000. 

The  museum,  which  bills 
itself  as  Kentucky’s  only  chil¬ 
dren’s  museum,  is  facing  fi¬ 
nancial  problems  and  is 
looking  to  hire  an  interim  di¬ 
rector  after  current  execu¬ 
tive  director  Michael 
Gilmore  announced  he 
would  be  stepping  down  on 
April  29  after  four  years  on 
the  job. 

Susan  Straub,  a  spokes¬ 
woman  for  the  Lexington 
mayor’s  office,  told  the  Lex¬ 
ington  Herald-Leader  the 
city  has  been  paying  the  mu¬ 
seum  more  than  it  budgeted 
for  and  the  Explorium  owes 
the  city  about  $197,000. 

“Mayor  (Jim)  Gray’s  ad¬ 
ministration  inherited  this 
financial  problem,  which  is 
like  a  lot  of  others  we  have 
been  dealing  with,”  Straub 
said.  She  said  the  mayor  was 
working  “to  recover  that 
overpayment.” 

Gilmore  cited  his  long 
commute  from  his  home  as 
his  reason  for  resigning,  but 
said  he  felt  good  about  how 
the  Explorium  has  embraced 
central  Kentucky  during  his 
tenure  and  taken  programs 
to  the  counties. 

“I  just  got  tired  of  driving 
and  the  trip  and  everything 
else,”  Gilmore  said. 

Gilmore  submitted  his  res¬ 
ignation  a  week  ago  at  a 
meeting  of  the  board’s  exec¬ 
utive  committee.

it’s  amazing  how 
high-tech  just  the  police  cars 
are  these  days.  Inside  con¬ 
tents  included  a  computer  to 
run  and  log  reports  and  ac¬ 
tivity,  and  a  printer  to  gener¬ 
ate  citations  and  other 
paperwork  —  right  there  on 
the  spot.  It’s  amazing  how 
technology  has  changed  even 
the  way  law  enforcement  op¬ 
erates.

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After  going  public, 
Facebook  will  face 
new  profit  pressures 


SAN  FRANCISCO  (AP) 

—  For  all  the  huge  num¬ 
bers  in  Facebook’s  IPO  pa¬ 
pers,  a  surprisingly  small 
figure  stands  out:  $4.39,  the 
amount  the  site  generated 
per  user  last  year. 

It’s  one  of  the  company’s 
major  challenges  because 
the  total  is  paltry  compared 
with  competing  Internet 
companies.  Google  makes 
more  than  $30  a  year  from 
each  registered  user.  Even 
struggling  Yahoo  and  AOL 
make  $7  and  $10,  respec¬ 
tively. 

Once  Facebook  goes  pub¬ 
lic,  Wall  Street  will  surely 
demand  more.  That  means 
the  social  network  will  al¬ 
most  certainly  have  to  at¬ 
tract  a  lot  more  users  or  be 
more  aggressive  with  its  ad¬ 
vertising,  perhaps  by  min¬ 
ing  personal  data  even 
more  than  it  does  now. 

But  can  Facebook  do  all 
that  without  spoiling  the 
user  experience? 

The  company  may  have  a 
tough  time  increasing  the 
number  of  ads  on  a  site 
that  has  become  primarily 
a  home  for  online  conversa¬ 
tions. 

“It’s  a  communications 
tool.  Can  you  imagine  what 
a  turn-off  it  would  be  if  we 
were  talking  on  the  phone 
and  AT&T  tried  to  play  an 
ad  in  the  middle  of  our  con¬ 
versation?”  said  University 
of  Notre  Dame  finance  pro¬ 
fessor  Tim  Loughran,  who 
studies  IPOs. 

Facebook  stock  probably 
won’t  begin  trading  until  at 
least  May,  but  analysts  al¬ 
ready  believe  the  company 
will  try  to  sell  shares  at  a 
price  that  will  give  it  a  mar¬ 
ket  value  of  at  least  $100 
billion  —  more  than  Yahoo, 


AOL  and  Hewlett  Packard 
Co.  combined. 

To  justify  a  valuation  like 
that,  Facebook  will  need  to 
maximize  its  revenue  to  get 
closer  to  Google,  one  of  its 
biggest  rivals.  Google’s  rev¬ 
enue  of  nearly  $38  billion 
last  year  translated  into 
about  $35  per  registered 
user. 

Facebook  recorded  $3.7 
billion  in  revenue  last  year. 

The  question  is  whether 
it  can  bring  in  more  money 
without  alienating  the  845 
million  users  who  have  be¬ 
come  accustomed  to  hang¬ 
ing  out  with  friends  and 
family  on  the  social  net¬ 
work  without  an  onslaught 
of  ads. 

Part  of  that  online  envi¬ 
ronment  has  been  by  de¬ 
sign.  Facebook  co-founder 
and  CEO  Mark  Zuckerberg 
wanted  to  get  as  many  as 
people  as  possible  to  create 
profiles  on  the  website  be¬ 
fore  figuring  out  the  best 
ways  to  profit  from  all  the 
information  about  their  in¬ 
terests  and  connections. 

In  theory,  those  insights 
should  enable  Facebook  to 
target  ads  to  people  most 
likely  to  be  interested  in 
certain  products  or  serv¬ 
ices.  That  should  appeal  to 
marketers,  giving  the  site 
enough  leverage  to  charge 
more  for  its  ads  than  other 
sites.  If  the  ads  work,  Face- 
book  should  easily  be  able 
to  increase  revenue  per 
user  to  $10  to  $12  annually, 
said  Wedbush  Securities 
analyst  Michael  Pachter. 

Before  Google  went  pub¬ 
lic,  it  also  faced  questions 
about  its  ability  to  make 
money  from  selling  ads 
next  to  search  results,  in 
emails  and  within  videos.

The  Cardinals  simply  rolled  up  their  sleeves  and 
went  back  to  work  and  responded  with  a  59-44  victory 
over  Mason  County  in  front  of  a  packed  house  Friday 
night  at  Norton  Gymnasium. 

Clark  coach  Scott  Humphrey  liked  the  way  his  team 
recovered  from  the  narrow  loss  to  the  Yellowjackets. 

“We  just  got  beat  Tuesday  night,  no  excuses,” 
Humphrey  said  afterward.  “I  don’t  think  we  overre¬ 
acted  and  we  didn’t  under  react.  We  looked  at  what 
we  did  wrong,  bounced  back,  made  some  small  ad¬ 
justments  and  played  well  tonight.  You  won’t  see  (the 
players)  too  high  after  tonight.  They’ll  be  ready  to  go 
(today)  and  we’ll  get  ready  for  the  stretch  run.” 

The  two  foes  battled  through  three  lead  changes 
and  a  pair  of  ties  in  the  first  three  minutes,  but  the 
hosts  took  control  with  an  16-3  run  that  spilled  over 
into  the  second  quarter  turning  an  8-6  deficit  into  a 
22-11  advantage  with  six  minutes  remaining  in  the 
first  half.

and  led  all  scorers  with  24 
points.  Stenzel  drained  four 
of  his  team’s  seven  shots 
from  long  range  and  col¬ 
lected  15  points  in  the 
opening  half.

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same  and  I’m  going  to  go  in  there  today  like 
we  played  North  Carolina  or  anybody  else.

Patriots  have  momentum 


INDIANAPOLIS  (AP)  —  The 
New  England  Patriots  don’t  talk 
much  about  their  10-game  win¬ 
ning  streak,  a  long  run  of  success 
that  is  highly  unusual  for  anybody 
but  hardly  surprising  for  them. 

Nobody  is  better  than  the  Patri¬ 
ots  at  pulling  off  the  super  surge. 

New  England  has  taken  more 
double-digit  winning  streaks  into 
the  Super  Bowl  than  any  other 
team.  The  Patriots  (15-3)  haven’t 
lost  since  Nov.  6,  when  they  fell  24- 
20  to  the  New  York  Giants,  the 
team  they’ll  face  again  on  Sunday 
at  Lucas  Oil  Stadium. 

To  put  the  streak  in  perspec¬ 
tive,  the  Giants  (12-7)  didn’t  win 
10  games  during  the  regular  sea¬ 
son. 

And  it’s  not  a  fluke.  This  is  the 
third  time  that  the  Patriots  have 
reached  the  Super  Bowl  on  a  win¬ 
ning  streak  of  at  least  10  games,  a 
measure  of  the  way  they’ve  not 
only  won  but  dominated  down  the 
stretch,  when  everything  is  on  the 
line  and  opponents  are  just  as  des¬ 
perate. 

“It’s  tough  to  do — very  tough,” 
linebacker  Jerod  Mayo  said 
Wednesday.  “It’s  tough  to  win  one 
game  in  the  NFL.  They  are 
tougher  to  win  when  a  lot’s  on  the 
line  as  far  as  the  playoffs  are  con¬ 
cerned.” 

Tough,  for  sure,  but  it’s  the  Pa¬ 
triot  way. 

Of  the  92  teams  that  have 


reached  a  Super  Bowl,  only  a 
dozen  have  come  into  the  game  on 
a  double-digit  winning  streak,  ac¬ 
cording  to  STATS  LLC.  The  Patri¬ 
ots  took  the  longest  winning 
streak  of  all  into  the  Super  Bowl 
four  years  ago,  an  18-0  mark  that 
left  them  one  win  from  complet¬ 
ing  the  NFL’s  second  perfect  sea¬ 
son. 

The  Giants  ended  that  quest 
with  a  17-14  victory,  leaving  the 
1972  Miami  Dolphins  as  the  only 
unbeaten  team  at  17-0.  New  Eng¬ 
land  also  had  the  third-longest 
streak,  a  14-game  stretch  that  be¬ 
came  15  in  a  row  when  the  Patri¬ 
ots  beat  Carolina  to  finish  the 
2002  season. 

The  Raiders  are  the  only  other 
team  to  take  a  double-digit  win¬ 
ning  streak  into  more  than  one 
Super  Bowl. 

For  perspective,  the  Giants 
haven’t  won  10  games  in  a  row  at 
any  point  since  1990,  when  they 
opened  10-0  under  coach  Bill  Par- 
cells  and  went  on  to  win  the  Super 
Bowl. 

For  any  team  to  win  10  straight 
is  impressive,  let  alone  to  do  it 
amid  the  late-season  pressure 
with  everything  on  the  line. 

“It  really  is,  especially  when 
you’re  one  of  the  top  teams,”  said 
Colts  kicker  Adam  Vinatieri,  who 
won  three  Super  Bowls  with  New 
England.  “Everybody  is  shooting  to 
knock  you  off.  You  don’t  have  to 


play  as  good  as  them;  you  have  to 
play  better  almost  every  week. 

“The  difference  between  win¬ 
ning  or  losing  is  one  or  two  plays 
in  a  game,  and  the  good  teams 
know  how  to  make  those  plays  go 
in  their  favor.” 

So,  why  has  New  England  been 
so  good  at  it?  The  Patriots  have 
one  of  the  best  quarterbacks  in 
playoff  history,  a  coach  who  knows 
how  to  keep  his  team  focused  and 
a  front  office  that’s  committed  to 
getting  an  edge  in  the  games  that 
matter  most.  Telling  statistics: 
coach  Bill  Belichick  is  17-6  in  the 
playoffs,  quarterback  Tom  Brady  is 
16-5  and  the  Patriots  are  41-5  in 
December  since  2001,  the  best 
record  in  the  league  over  that 
time. 

“It  comes  down  to  the  staples  of 
the  organization,  the  owner  and 
the  head  coach,”  Mayo  said.  “(Be¬ 
lichick)  never  wavers.  We  prepare 
every  week  like  we’re  playing  a 
huge  game,  no  matter  the  oppo¬ 
nent.  We  never  overlook  anybody.” 

They’ve  gotten  some  breaks,  of 
course.  The  Ravens  had  a  chance 
to  end  that  streak  in  the  AFC  title 
game,  but  Lee  Evans  had  a  pass 
stripped  out  of  his  hands  in  the 
end  zone  and  Billy  Cundiff  missed 
a  32-yard  field  goal  in  the  closing 
seconds,  preserving  New  Eng¬ 
land’s  23-20  win. 

Long  winning  streaks  will  get  a 
team  to  the  Super  Bowl,  but  aren’t 


much  of  an  indicator  whether 
they’ll  lead  to  a  title.  Of  the  11 
previous  Super  Bowl  teams  with 
double-digit  winning  streaks,  six 
came  away  as  champions:  1972 
Dolphins,  2003  Patriots,  1976 
Raiders  (12-game  streak),  1984 
49ers  (11  games),  1986  Giants  (11 
games)  and  2000  Ravens  (10 
games). 

The  Giants  were  the  last  team 
to  beat  the  Patriots  during  the 
season,  and  they’ve  been  putting 
together  a  nice  little  streak  of 
their  own.  They  won  their  last  two 
in  the  regular  season  to  reach  the 
playoffs,  then  three  more  to  get  to 
the  Super  Bowl. 

Their  biggest  asset  is  quarter¬ 
back  Eli  Manning,  who  led  the 
last-minute  drive  that  finished  off 
the  previously  perfect  Patriots 
four  years  ago  and  has  gotten  even 
better  this  season  at  pulling  out 
games. 

Manning  threw  an  NFL-record 
15  touchdown  passes  in  the  fourth 
quarter  and  led  six  game-winning 
drives. 

With  that,  the  Giants  are  back 
again,  looking  at  ending  another 
impressive  New  England  surge. 

“I’m  sure  everybody’s  sur¬ 
prised,”  tight  end  Jake  Ballard 
said. 

“It’s  not  about  who  has  the  best 
year,  it’s  about  who  gets  hot  at  the 
right  time.  That’s  kind  of  like  our 
team  this  year.”

It  isn’t  easy  to  make  six  spades 

on  this  deal  even  if  you  see  all  52 
cards.  And  it’s  certainly  more  diffi¬ 
cult  if  you  have  to  play  the  hand 
without  this  advantage.  But,  even  so, 
the  correct  method  of  play  is  almost 
sure  to  land  the  contract  whether  you 
see  the  East- West  cards  or  not. 

Declarer  starts  with  1 1  tricks  con¬ 
sisting  of  seven  spades,  one  heart, 
two  diamonds  and  one  club.  Stated 
differently,  South  has  two  potential 
losers  —  both  in  clubs. 


The  simplest  way  of  trying  to 
avoid  one  of  the  club  losers  is  to 
finesse  the  club  queen  in  the  hope 
that  West  was  dealt  the  king.  How¬ 
ever,  this  method  of  play  offers  only 
a  50  percent  chance  for  the  slam  — 
and  a  competent  declarer  is  always 
reluctant  to  settle  for  just  an  even 
chance  without  first  seeking  another 
method  of  play  that  might  increase 
the  likelihood  of  success. 

So,  in  order  to  give  himself  a  better 
shot  for  the  slam,  declarer  adopts  a 
line  of  play  designed  to  circumvent 
the  finesse.  He  wins  the  diamond 
lead  with  the  king,  cashes  the  spade 
ace,  plays  a  diamond  to  the  ace  and 
ruffs  a  diamond  high.  Only  four 
tricks  have  been  played,  but  South  is 
already  certain  to  make  the  slam. 

A  low  trump  to  the  queen  is  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  ruff  of  dummy’s  last  dia¬ 
mond.  Declarer  then  draws  trumps, 
leads  his  singleton  heart  and,  after 
West  follows  low',  plays  dummy’s 
ten!  East  wins,  but  —  whether  he 
returns  a  heart  or  a  club  —  South 
acquires  his  12th  trick. 

Note  that  if  West  plays  the  king 
on  South’s  heart  lead,  the  outcome  is 
exactly  the  same.  Declarer  wins  with 
the  ace  and  returns  dummy’s  jack  to 
force  out  the  queen  (discarding  if 
East  plays  low),  and  thereby  estab¬ 
lishes  his  12th  trick.
